EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The following claims have been amended: 

1 . (currently amended) An automatic frequency control device in an OFDM 
(Orthogonal Frequency Divisional Multiplexing) system, comprising: a correlation unit 
calculating a correlation value between a guard interval and data of an incoming signal; 
an averaging unit averaging correlation values across a plurality of symbols and a 
plurality of frames; a peak position detecting unit detecting a peak position of the 
averaged correlation value; and a control unit controlling an oscillator using a prescribed 
step, based on the detected peak position, wherein if the a_number of detected peak 
positions with error greater than expected exceeds a prescribed number, than the 
number of frames to be averaged and the width of the a_control step of a correlation 
value are modified. 

12. (currently amended) An automatic frequency control method in an OFDM 
(Orthogonal Frequency Divisional Multiplexing) system, comprising: calculating a 
correlation value between a guard interval and data of an incoming signal; averaging 
correlation values across a plurality of symbols and a plurality of frames; detecting a 
peak position of the averaged correlation value; and controlling an oscillator using a 
prescribed step, based on the detected peak position, wherein if the a_numberof 
detected peak positions with error greater than expected exceeds a prescribed number, 
than the number of frames to be averaged and the width of the a_control step of a 
correlation value are modified. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 12 are allowed. 

The prior art fails to disclose control unit controlling an oscillator using a 
prescribed step, based on the detected peak position, wherein if a_number of detected 
peak positions with error greater than expected exceeds a prescribed number, than the 
number of frames to be averaged and the width of a control step of a correlation value 
are modified.
